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DERBY THE PRINCIPAL TOPIC 



Turf Followers at Hot Springs 
Discuss Merits of Candidates. 



Eternal and Billy Kelly Central 
Figures in Horse-to-Horse 
Arguments. 



HOT SPRINGS. Ark.. March 27.— Wherever turf- 
men gather at night hero the Kentucky Derby, which 
will la* run on next May 10. is the chief topic of 
discussion, and many an argument as to the merits 
of this or that horse has wound up in a wager 
Iieing made horse against horse, some of them of no 
small size. Most of them have Eternal and Billy 
Kelly as t lie central figures in the horse against 
horse wager, and a majority of the western backers 
have taken the Eternal side of it. 

This is due to the fact that the crack son of 
Scroop — Hazel Burke is stabled at Oaklawn Park, 
and tlie racing people have had numerous oppor- 
tunities to observe him in action this spring, 
while few reports have emanated from Killy Kelly’s 
camp as to his condition. Many of the easterners 
are backing the son of Dick Welles — Ciena, how- 
ever, on 1 iie strength of H. G. Kedwell’s reputa- 
tion as a trainer, as they know lie will have Killy 
Kelly in the l>est possible eondition on Derby day, 
and if Eternal beats him it will be because he is 
the better horse. 

Owner .1. W. McClelland and trainer Kint Pat- 
terson hare Eternal right where they want him as 
far as eondition is concerned. They have tried 
him highly to ascertain if lie still has the dazzling 
snood which enabled him to win six races and 
856.137 in money in 191S, and n work-out of three- 
quarters in 1:14 eased up convinced them that lie 
lias. Tuesday morning he figured in another 
sensational training gallop when he covered five 
eighths in 1:00%, running the quarter in 22% 
and the half in 46%. 

Critics who contend that such fast work-outs 
an* being indulged in too early in the season and 
too far from Derby day seem to forget the way 
that the late Charley Patterson sent Omar Khay- 
yam along tlie year lie won the Derby. Omar 
Khayyam wintered at New Orleans, where he was 
not able to get out nearly as often as Eternal lias 
here; but along about this time of tlie year, when 
lie was here, lie worked a mile in 1:41 one morn- 
ing and it never liotliered him in the least. N'ot 
only that, but after liis fast trial Patterson kept 
hill) hard at it, and li is victory in tlie big event 
proved that lie must have been trained correctly 

At any rate, it was McClelland and Patterson 
who handled Eternal last year and made him tlie 
success that, he was. and they know his traits and 
capabilities if anyone does. He is not a hard horse 
to train, ride or work, and in* is a thoroughbred 
built along lines that will enable him to stand 
the toughest kind of training. There is hardly 
any doubt us to his ability to go a long route, and 
tills score is not worrying his owner or trainer 
in the least. 

‘DARK HORSE" MAY BE UNCOVERED. 

Eaeli day or so sees another Derby candidate or 
two under silks here, and while naturally many of 
them will not go to the i»ost, a “dark horse” or 
two may la* uncovered. Owners do not nominate 
their thoroughbreds to suoli a race as the Kentucky 
Derby unless they have shown them something that 
would warrant it, and a few trials here will show 
whether their horses are of Derby caliber or not. 

Cnquestionabiy Mormon, which will carry tlie 
colors of Willis Sharpe Kilmer, and American Ace. 
owned and bred by Edward Cebriau and trained 
by John Ls>we. are the best shown in races here to 
date litis spring. Both won at the first asking 
and iKitli ran tlie same kind of races, coming 
from far hack to win. 

American Ace bad tlie better record of tlie two 
last year, although each horse only won one race. 
The Cebrian colt started six times, and in addi- 
tion to his victory lie was second three times and 
third twice, never running unplaced. His total 
stable earnings were $1,660. Mormon started fifteen 
times, won once, was second twice, third twice and 
unplaced ten times. He took down $1,5.>0 in purse 
money. 

Henry McDaniel, who is training Mormon, believes 
in racing his horses, and lie will have the son of 
Ogden— Itose of Gold in tlie best of condition for 
tlie Derby, lie expects to start him several more 
limes here before sending him to tlie Blue Grass 

State. A riean Ace, likewise, will be seen in 

action here a few more times, and lie is sure to 
improve with every race. 

UNDER FIRE A SURE STARTER. 

After his strenuous winter at New Orleans Pat 
Dunne let up on Under Fire, his Derby eligible, 
for a while, but now lie lias him back in bard 
training and lie is doing fine. Tlie son of Swynford 

-Startling started out this year like lie was going 
to la* a world-beater, but late in tlie winter he 
showed signs of having had too much racing. 
Dunne was quick to note this, and immediately 
gave him a rest, which seems to have lienefited 
him considerably. Regardless of what elese starts 
in Hie Derby. Ilnnne says that lie is going to send 
Ins colt after the big prize if lie continues to 
train on well. A mile in 1 :45 without being urged was 
Iti- most recent work, but this was only an easy gal- 
lop and lie will soon la* showing iiis real worth. 

E. \V. Moore. Nashville, Tenn., turfman, lias Ed 
Stone, which won his first race yesterday, in the 
Derby. This colt is a son of Assagai — Bettie Sue, 
the latter a mare which Moore raced with much 
success several years ago. He started twice last 
year, finishing unplaced Ixitli times, but Mi sire 
had little chance to do anything with him, as lie 
was oil tlie ailing list most of tlie time. This win- 
ter lie was slow ill coining to hand, but lie was not 
rushed by his owner, and upon the occasion of his 
first start here several days ago lie showed that 
lie was rounding into winning form. His easy 
victory recently proved that such was the ease. 
When' asked if" lie thought Ed Stone was of Derby 
caliber. Moore said lie was going to bend every 
effort to find out if he is. and lie cannot lose any- 
thing by trying Dim highly. 

"You can never tell alioilt a horse like Ed 
Stone," said Moore, “as lie has not had a real 
•'bailee to show his worth. I thought he was a 
high-class two-year-old until he went amiss, and 
I am still confident t Da t lie will turn out to be a 
good three-year-old. 1 do not let fast work-outs 
*»f UArses scape me out of a race if I think my 
horse is good enough to have a chance in it, and 
you can bet if Ed Stone shows me enough ability to 
give him « look-in in the Kentucky Derby he will go 
in it." 



GRAND NATIONAL STEEPLECHASE TODAY 



The World’s Most Famous Jumping Race to Be 
Run Again Over Its Home Course. 



Tlie Grand National Steeplechase will lie run over 
tlie trying Aintree course at Liverpool today. In 
its distance of about four miles and 856 yards, 
tlie number and difficult character of its obstacles 
to be surmounted, and its general characteristic 
features it lias no rival, and lias been correctly 
styled tlie "Blue Kibanil” of steepleehasing. It is 
a stout and stout-hearted horse indeed that can 
survive its perils and finish its course; to say 
nothing of winning. We Imre never had anything 
like it in tins country, our distances being shorter 
and our obstacles much less severe. Then, as a rule, 
the age of the seasoned English steeplechasers 
average much older tlian ours. This is exemplified 
in tlie fact that thirty -seven horses eligible to par- 
ticipate in today's big race all tint four are “aged.” 
that is, more Ilian six years old. the exceptions being 
the three five-year-olds All White, Black Archer and 
Irish Dragoon and the six-year-old Sea Cock. Great 
endurance and ability to jump high and far are the 
two great essentials in a Liverpool horse rather than 
speed. To secure these essentials English experts 
hold that to lie equal to tlie stern requirements of 
tliis race it is requisite that tlie horse shall have 
attained tlie full development of its muscular 
structure and strength and to have had several 
years of preliminary practice in jumping races 
of lesser distances and lesser exhausting exactions. 

The Grand National was first run in 1880. so 
its history is a long one replete with historical 
notes of great deeds and stirring incidents. As a 
race it is held in higli esteem in England, and its 
decision is awaited with a measure of interest akin 
to that which hangs on tlie running of t lie Derby 
or tlie St. I-eger. Like the Derby it liad to move 
away fr< m its home while the Great War was in 
progress, and for three years it was run at Gut- 
wick ns the "War National.” Poethl.vn won it 
there last year, anil the latest advices was the 
favorite for this year’s renewal at 7 to 1. while Ally 
Slopcr. the last winner at Liverpool, was third choice 
at s to 1. Wnvetree. at IS to 2. Iieing tietween the 
pair. Vermouth and Kallymaend. the Gat wick 
winners of 18M! and 11)17. are also among tlie 
eligibles of this year, and both have been bucked 
in the ante-post betting. 

THE THREE HIGH WEIGHT WINNERS. 

In the past history of the race 175 pounds has 
been tlie limit carried successfully. Horses — good 
horses — have been asked to carry more, but always 
without avail, although Manifesto gallantly cur- 
ried 181 |Muuds into third place when tlie late 
King Edward’s Ambush won tlie race to tlie delight 
of all England in 19U0. The three heroes which 
triumphed under tlie record impost of 175 pounds 
were Cloister in 1893. Manifesto in 1899 and Jerry 
M. under tlie more recent date of 1912. One Ameri- 
can horse has won tliis famous race. This was 
Rubio. which took firsl lienors in 1908 at tlie record 
price for “tlie National” of 66 to 1. He was bred 
in tliis country by Uie late J. K. Hoggin and 
eximrted to England for sale when a yearling. 

One of tin* most remarkable things about tlie 
Grand National is the manner in which some ex- 
ceptional horses have stood its immense strain on 
bone, sinews and muscle time after time. In that 
way the connection of the great horse Manifesto 
with the race is one of its romances. Besides 
winning it twice lie was fourth in 1895 to Wild 
Man from Borneo, third ill 1000 to Ambush, third 
in 1902 to Shannon Ijiss and third to Drumcree in 
1903. then was unplaced in 1904 and fell in the 
race of 1900. Obviously lie was well acquainted 
with the Aintree course and was in all respects a 
truly wonderful steeplechaser. Probably there never 
was a better. 

An American -bred horse. Limerock, by Rock Sand 
— Annot Lyle, was considered one of tlie most dan- 
gerous candidates for today’s race, but. unluckily, 
lie broke down ill tlie running of the Byfleet 
Steeplechase at Sundown Park February 28. A 
number of Grand National horses took part in this 
race at three miles, and its running was held to 
tie tlie first tiling that had thrown any real light 
on Grand National probabilities, its result making 
Wavertree one of the prime favorites. Concerning 
tlie race London Sportsman of tlie next day said: 

WAVERTREES GOOD RACE. 

"Yesterday’s dress rehearsal at Sundown Park 
was most interesting, but unfortunately proved fatal 
to the Liverpool prospects of Limerock. which 
either broke down or split a pastern when going 
and jumping well at tlie end of tlie first circuit. 
Nor was tliis tlie only centre temps, as Captain 
Dreyfus fell all of a heap at tlie fence beyond the 
pay gate about three-quarters of a mile from home. 
All the runners stripped bright and well considering 
that there is a month before tlie big steeplechase is 
decided, and Wavertree was perhaps the best-look- 
ing horse in the field. He was doubtless all the 
lietter for Iiis race at the last meeting and the 
work done sinis*. and was favorite from Pollen and 
Captain Dreyfus, with Pay Only, Ballymacad. 
Seiioolmoney and Bernstein all well backed. As is 
his usual custom. Captain Dreyfus went to the 
front and sailed away in clear command until 
reaching tlie stand, when they were all set closely 
bundled, with Wavertree. Limerock and Bernstein 
prominent, and it must have been immediately 
afterward that tlie mishap befell Cnpt. Paterson’s 
horse. Along tlie Railway stretch Pay Duly and 
Pollen improved their positions and. coming into the 
straight, there was little to choose between the 
favorite. Pollen, and Berstein, the latter having 
none the best of tlie luck, as he was somewhat 
hampered at the last two fences. A splendid race 
ensued between the other two. and Pollen had iiis 
head in front for a few strides after landing on tlie 
flat. lint, answering with magnificent pluck to tlie 
vigorous calls of Mason, who was seen at Iiis best. 
Wavertree came again and won handsomely. Then 
the Iwst offer against him for the Grand National 
was 100 to 15. At tlie same time 900 to 100 was 
taken about Ally Sloper.”

Ii**^ 
heat tlie phenomenal youngster Surveyor, 96 pounds, 
by a lengtli handily in 46%. 

T. E. Crist, who lias been racing at New Orleans 
all winter, was in Chicago yesterday on his way to 
Bowie. He lias been on a visit to relatives in 
central Illinois and is looking for a few good 
horses to add to his stable. Crist is a capable 
trainer, witli a long list of winners to Iiis credit, 
the most recent of these were Dolina and Kilmer. 



APPEALING GRANT OF BOWIE LICENSE 



Anti-Racing: Interests Efforts to Stop Spring Meet- 
ing Will Fail, Says Expert Legal Advice. 



BALTIMORE, Md., March 27. — That tlie action 
of J. H. Ralston, leader of the anti-racing interests 
of Prince George County, in appealing the grant of 
the license to the Bowie track by the Circuit Court, 
will meet witli failure, is the opinion of many of 
tlie most respected legal minds of the state. Mr. 
Ralston’s contention that the judges of the Circuit 
Court used ministerial rather tiian judicial powers 
in ttieir action and that a favorable decision for 
the anti -racing element would affect the proposed 
meetings at Havre de Grace, Pimlico and Laurel 
is doubted. 

Tlie State Court of Appeals, where the argument 
will be hoard during the next fortnight, has already 
recognized tlie racing commissions of the two coun- 
ties wherein Havre de Grace and Pimlico operate, 
by judicial rulings. Laurel operates under a special 
charter without tlie dictation of the Circuit Court of 
its county and cannot he affected by any adverse 
decision that could possibly affect the Bowie situa- 
tion. 

Mr. Ralston, who lias suffered defeat at tlie polls 
in St. George County on several occasions, charged 
ill liis motion before tlie Court of Appeals that the 
racing interests were influencing the politicians to 
their favor. 

The unprecedented open weather finds tlie north- 
ern delegations who have wintered at Maryland 
and New York confident of their ability to annex 
most of tlie purses at tlie Bowie meeting. Daily 
arrivals declare tlieir intention of participating 
in tlie opening day’s program. The book of the 
first six days of racing lias been published by 
secretary McLennan and has met with much favor- 
able comment. 

After telegraphic instructions stalls have been 
prepared for the Dr. C. L. Richards string of five, 
headed by Romeo, Sosius and three two-year-olds, 
en route from New Orleans. Accompanying them is 
John Dundee’s War Mask, which will be turned 
over to James Johnston for tlie spring and summer 
'■ampaign. Edward Hodgson proceeded to Havre de 
Grace to prepare for the reception of tlie W. C. 
Clancy string, which includes liis Pickwick, Paddy 
Dear and a few of tlie southern division of the 
James MacManus stable, and Assume, which John 
Leonard lias consigned to Clancy’s care for the 
Maryland circuit. Both consignments are due today. 

That there will be no dearth of capable riding 
material is indicated by the jiresence of jockeys 
McTaggart. Butwell. Sneidman. Farrington, Domi- 
nick. F. Robinson, G. Preeee. Jr. and Stapleton. 

The H. P. Whitney string, in care of Albert 
Simons, will lie shipped from Kenning to Bowie on 
Friday. It includes several youngsters which have 
impressed tlie dockers by tlieir high sjieed and 
superior barrier education. 



GREAT CANADIAN RACER DESTROYED 



Inferno, a son of the Himyar stallion Havoc — 
Bon I no, and generally considered the best race 
horse ever foaled in Canada, was put to death 
last Monday at tlie Ontario Veterinary College, 
Toronto, a measure dictated by motives of human- 
ity. tlie once fine race horse being incurably 
diseased. 

Inferno was foaled in 1 902 at the Seagram farm. 
Waterloo, and won tlie King’s Plate for tlie Water- 
loo owners in 1905. In 1906 he won the Queen’s 
Hotel Cup. and the same year the King Edward 
Hotel Gold Cup. lie was returned the winner of 
tlie latter three years in succession, while in 1907 
lie picked up 126 pounds and won the Toronto Cup 
after running tlie mile and one-eighth in 1:5275. 
He also won tlie Stanley Produce Stakes, Dominion 
Autumn Handicap and the Durham Cup twice, ill 
addition to many other races of less importance.

L. Franklin, wiio rode for J. E. Widener. lias 
signed to ride for F. Ambrose Clark. John Hastings 
will train the Clark horses. 



LEE MATTAN WINS ANOTHER FINE RACE 



Tlie Australian jumper Lee Mattau scored liis 
seventh success without a defeat and is still puz- 
zling Antipodean haiidicuppers. After winning over 
hurdles witli 165 pounds up at Epsom near Mel- 
bourne January 11 in a crack field at the two 
miles in 3:41, which is but a second outside 
Mabti's Australian record of 3:40, Lee Mattau, witli 
172 pounds on liis back, came out again at Wil- 
laimstown. Victoria, January 27. and won the La- 
verton hurdle race, two miles, easily and by two 
lengths in 2:45. Behind him was a fine band, 

including Surtillo, Nick-a-Jaek, Matehlight. Man- 
lier, Bnnroy and Lord Cooltriin. Lee Mattan was 
only a mild favorite at 2% to 1 for the race. After 
winning the horse was roundly cheered. He is but 
five years old.

PASSING SHOWER DEFEATED 



Interference From a Riderless 
Competitor Main Cause of It. 



Owner Fizer Saddles Two Win- 
ners — Many Kentucky Derby 
Candidates Given Workouts. 



HOT SPRINGS, Ark.. March 27.— Jockey Albert 
Johnson, under contract to J. H. Rosseter. gave an 
exhibition of timidty in a crisis, and it caused tin* 
defeat of the crack Passing Shower. The unseating 
of Garner from Zuleikn at tlie start was a con- 
tributing cause in Passing Shower's defeat, for 
the newly bought filly, carrying the colors of her 
new owner. W. F. McGee, raced riderless with 
the leaders until in tin* last eighth, where she 
drew into the lead, but began lairing over on 
Passing Shower. Johnson, in liis seeming anxiety 
to avoid Zuleika, began easing up. and tile move 
proved fatal for him. Iwin. saving much ground 
and given Gentry’s liest riding, slipped through next, 
to the inner rail, and before Johnson realized what 
had happened Iwin had poked tier nose in front 
and kept it there until the finish. Owner Rosseter, 
who witnessed the race, was somewhat put out 
over tin* defeat of his crack. 

Passing Shower lias wintered well and looks tlie 
picture of good health. She is in the Kentucky 
Oaks and will reverse the decision witli Iwin in 
that race, is the general opinion. 

There was considerable improvement in tlie weather 
this afternoon, but the track still retained traces 
of the drenching it underwent and it was dull 
anil slow. With the exception of the race that was 
contested by the crack three-year-old fillies, the 
remainder of the card was made up with a view 
to giving the more ordinary ones in these parts 

a chance, but tlieir even class again contributed to 
interesting sport, most of the finishes being close 
and of the driving variety. 

Trainer W. H. Fizer saddled a pair of tlie after- 
noon’s winners. His own Hasty Mabel scored hv 
a small margin from a bad band in tlie opener, 

and W. E. Applegate’s Sister Helene, which lie 
lias charge of. took a band of two-year-old fillies 
into camp in somewhat easy style. ' 

Hob A. just managed to get home in front in the 

third race, with Choir Master, much tlie best, but 
a victim of a poor ride, in second place. 

JOCKEY ERICKSON GOES TO BALTIMORE. 

Jockey Erickson rode his last winner here when 
he brought Cain Spring home in tlie fifth race. Tlie 
rider departs for Baltimore tomorrow to ride at the 
coming Bowie meeting. 

Aide bays n was a pronounced favorite in the race 
won bv Cain Spring, but track conditions were 
against Dim anil he was a distant follower all tin* 
way. 

The final race was won by Baby Cal witli Eulogv 
and Hondo following. 

James McClelland gave tin* horsemen and specta- 
tors a treat after the running of the first race 
when lie sent The Wanderer at top speed for 
three-eighths. It was tlie first time that tin- colt 
had been asked to exert himself and lie ran tlie 
distance in 35%. the fractions as follows: Eigiith 

11%: quarter. 23%. The track was dull and the 
performance a grand one. 

William Cough, chief inspector of the Criminal 
Department of Scotland Yard, London. England, 
was among the visitors tliis afternoon and will 
be the guest of William A. Pinkerton while here. 

Quite a few Kentucky Derby candidates were 
out for work this morning over a slow track. 
Eternal ran three-quarters in 1 : 17. the first quar- 
ter in 24 and the half in 50. Under Eire showed to 
good advantage in a trial of three-quarters in 
.1:15%. liis fractions were 24. 49. and he was 
not extended fully. John Lowe sent American Ace 
tliree-eighths of a mile in 39. the first quarter in 
24. and this was in preparation for a fast trial to- 
morrow. Drummond likewise rail three-eighths, liis 
time Iieing 36. It is exjieited that he will la* 
given a stiff work tomorrow. Faruiingdale can- 
tered three-quarters in 1:22% against the outside 
rail. 

The following notice was posted this afternoon 
by instructions of the stewards: "Jciekevs’ agents 

are not recognized by the Oaklawn Jockey Cluli. 
W lien* hoys do not act for themselves their en- 
gagements can only be made through a licensed 
trainer actually having horses here. No trainer 
may act as agent for more than one rider, except 
as to riders under registered contract to him.” 

MUD RUNNERS HOLD SWAY AT HAVANA 



Heavy Shotvers Make the Going Sloppy, Resulting in 
Many Withdrawals — J. J. Holtman Patrol Judge. 



H.WAN.Y, Cuba. March 27. — Mud runners held 
sway at Oriental Park this afternoon. Heavy 
showers fell during tlie morning and made the going 
sloppy. Tlie change in track conditions was re- 
sponsible for numerous withdrawals, hut tlie sun 
came out before noon and a full quota of regulars 
turned out to witness tin* sjiorl. The program was 
made up of a series of selling races, ami ordinary 
horses made up the fields. A majority of the win- 
ners had loug leads at tlie finish.
